Peace lo study Isracl's policies 
and attitudes towards the United 
Nations. The group charneterized 
the prevailing view of the world 
organization in this country with 
these sharp words: 


“pyblic opinion in Isracl has 
now reluctantly come to realize 
that the United Nations is un- 
able to bring about real pro- 
gress in regard to the solution 
of the major problems out- 
standing between Israel and 
the Arab states. The sterile 
permanency of the Palestine 
question on the agenda of 
both the General Assembly and 
the Security Council without 
any visible results; the im- 
punity with which the Arab 
states are permitted to abuse 
the United Nations as a broad- 
casting.station for their repe- 
titious, vituperative, and men- 
dacious propaganda against Is- 
rael, the Jews, and Zionism; 
the manner in which the Unit- 
ed Nations-appears to tolerate 
Arab hostility towards Israel 
and to permit that hostility to 
extend to every act short of 
a shooting war — all these 
ate not merely factors irri- 
tating to Israel opinion, but 
are to no small degree res- 
ponsible for the pro; regsive 
aggravation during the last 
few years of the tensions be- 
tween Israel and the Arab 
states, and also for the de- 
cline in the authority of the 
United Nations in the eyes of 
the Israeli public.” 


These words were written in 
1954. Since then the situation as

Elihu Lauterpacht, Fellow of 
Trialty College, Canibridge, and Lee- 
turer In Law at Cambridge Unlver- 
sity, is the already illustrious son of 
the late Sir Herschel Lauterpacht, 
the greatest International law scholar 
of our century. In eurly 1968, his 
monograph on Jerusalem was print- 
ed as Pamphict No. 19 of the Anglo- 
Israel Association. In Cctoher, 1988, 
Geerlngs of Ashford, Ltd. published 
the work which is now being redia- 
tributed. In the Interim, Lauter- 
paciit's comments and analysis have 
been widely cited and are perhaps 
the main intellectual and Interna- 
tlonal law buttress for Jarael’s public 
position on the status of Jerusalem. 


Because the work is so succinct 
— ita terseness of style resembles a 
legal brief — it is dificult to sum- 
marize. Lauterpacht's principal 
argumentation runs as follows: 

e Tho issue of the status of Jeru- 
salem and that of the Holy Places 
are two distinct matters, Although 
there are Important Christian Holy 
Places in Nazareth and Tiberias, the

when that existence Is prolonged, 

shows every sign of continuance 

and Is recognised by the gen- 
erality of nations.” 

However, it must be recognized 
that a territory may not have a 80- 
vereign, i.e. title may be in suspense. 
When there is a vacancy or vacuum 
In sovereignty, legal title can only be 
acquired by lawful action. No right 
can be born of an unlawful act. 
There was no legal warrant for the 
Arab Invasion of Palestine in 1948, 
almed at the destruction of Israel. 
Two legal consequences flowed from 
that invasion: First, by reason of the 
Niegality of the conduct, no Arab 
State could rely upon its physical 
occupation of any part of Palestine 
(Jordan — the West Bank and Jeru- 
salem; Bgypt — the Gaza Strip). 
Secondly, Israel, when attacked, be- 
came entitied to defend itself as a 
fundamental right of States In inter- 
natlonal law. That right of defence 
Included defence of Jews living in 
Jerusalem, the internationallzation of 
which had been forcibly rejected by 
the Arab States, “It is on this basis 
— the legitimate filling of the sav- 
ereignty vacuum—that the legality 
of Israeli presence in the New City 
of Jerusalem in the period prior to 
the fighting of June, 1967, may be 
seen as resting." 

Conversely, Jordan’s position in 


‘the Old Clty prior to June, 1967, war 


never legally justified. She could not 

validly fill the sovereignty vacuum. 

Jordanian occupation of the Old City 

and the whole West Bank, entirely 

lacking legal -justification and being 
defective, was protected de facto ex-

ly were — then the way was open 
for a tawful ocenpant to fill the 
atill subsisting vacancy. That 
Ysrael would be entitled to do 
this, there seems...to be itthe 
doubt. What fs less certain Is who- 
ther in strictly legal terins she 
has in fact done so. Although in 
political terms, israel control over 
the Old City bas been repeatedly 
and emphatically asserted, anid 
although she has declared that her 
position there is ‘not negotiable,’ 
sho has hot cxpressly and in so 
many words claimed ‘soverelgnty' 
over the Old City, Inatead she has 
Spoken of reunification and of re- 
uniting the administration of the 
two parts of the City, Still, if... 
the larger measures would be 
justifiable, thon the lesser foaturea 
certainly are." 

The General Assembly Resolution 
of July 4, 1967 — and subsequent 
U.N. repetitions of It In various 
forms — which condemn Israell 
Moves "to change the status of the 
City” are, in Lauterpacht’s words, 
‘egally quite Ineffective.” Not only 
ja the General Assembly without po- 
wer to order Israel to “rescind 
measures” or “to desist forthwith 
from taking any actlon,” but they 
also utterly misunderstand both the 
law of belligerent occupation and the 
relationship of force and territorial 
change. Israel was not held to be an 
Aggressor and factually could not 
have been. The proposition “that ter- 
ritorlal change as a result of the use 
of force is impermissible” is histori- 
cally and legally nonsense, The cor- 
rect principle — “out of a wrong no 
tight can arise’ — means that ter- 
ritorial change can not result from 
the use of wzlawful force. 

Zander, in his book, comments 
that Lauterpacht "ls familiar with 
the thoughts of the Israel Govern- 
ment," suggesting that Lauterpacht 
has a position of advice or intimacy 
to the Foreign Ministry. Lf thia be 
80, it is particularly Interesting that 
the Government has 80 coyly avoided 
acknowledging ‘annexation of Jerusa- 
lem and has 80 pristinely Hmited its 
claims as to the Old Clty, Indeed, 
Lauterpacht makes it perfectly clear 
that as to both Jerusalem und the 
West Hank, a proper understanding 
of International law makeg evident 
the legitimacy of an Israell claim to 
sovereignty arising from a legal Aill- 
ing of the sovereignty vacuum. 

e Lauterpacht'’s last major con- 
cern with the future of the Holy 
Placea leads one inevitably to com- 
pare hig views to those of Zander. 
Lauterpacht acknowledges that both 
factually and ‘legally the necessary 
guarantees of religioug Interests can 
and have been secured through na- 
tlonal Jaw, ond that Israel hag been 
eensclentious in protecting such in- 
terests, Nonetheless, while catego- 
rically rejecting any scheme for the 
internationalization of the City of 


Jerusalem, Lauterpacht urges that - 


out of « sensibility for the feellngs 
of “the nations and. faiths of the 


¢Slarphoty 


world” there. be a functlonul inter- 
nationalization of the Haly Pluces, He 
suggests an Israeli statute and In- 
ternational declaration concerning 
the Holy Places, and he preparcs ἃ 
draft statuteanddeclaration for con- 
sideration. As Zander notes: “The 
purpose of the proposals Is to extend 
Israel’s responsibility for the Holy 
Placcs from the sphere of the 
nattcnal law of the country Into an 
international legal obligation.” Zan- 
der further hints that the Lauter- 
pacht proposals were o trial balloon 
that represent officlal Foreign Minls- 
try thinking. Abba Eban's astate- 
ment to the General Assembly on 
Scpleniber 29, 1069; his letter to 
U Thant on April 30, 1068 and hia 
October, 1969 audience with Pope 
Paul VI all suggested an Isrneli will- 
ingness to functionally internationa- 
lize the Holy Places. 

This comes with particular interest 
at ἃ tlme when Jordan has com- 
menced an initiative in the U.N. 
against the "Judaization” of Jerusa- 
lem; the seml-official Vatican week- 
ly “L'Osservatore della Domenica” 
hea accused Israel of mistreating 
Christians, desecrating Holy Places 
end changing the character of the 
City; and the Vatican, and others, 
have again revived the demand for 
internationalization. Although the 
Israel Forelgn Ministry. has been 
cautious in its response, various con- 
cerned Christinn groups In the U.S. 
haven't left such charges unan- 
awered. 


Another group of prominent Ca- 
tholle and Protestant leaders has con- 
demoed Vatican, Jordanian and other 
Arab charges of "“Judalzation” or 
mistreatment of Chriatlans and Mos- 
lems; has rejected Internatlonaliza- 
tion, and hag stated that Israel's 
“exemplary” behaviour “has achieved 
the main purpose of internationaliza- 
tion which is to provide protection 
and free access to the Holy Places 
for all.” 

In all of these respects, Zander’s 
hook provides the most carefully 
documented and authoritative study of 
the question available today. Zander, 
a Fellow of St, Anthony's College, 
Oxford, and the long-time Secretary 
of the ‘Friends of Hebrew University 
in Great Britain, is an old Jerusalent 
hand, His book, both studlous and 
carefully reasoned, carefully analyses 
the nature of the Christian attach- 
ment to the Holy Places; the divi- 
sions within Christianity over them: 
the struggle among Christian groups

sarily Is bound to the past, but 
by tho ‘spirit of charity’ invoked 
by the leaders of the Roman and 
the Greek Orthodox Churches, 
which could transform tho Sane- 
tuarles from objects of strife 
into symbols of reunion.”

Holy Piaces at Nazareth and In the 
Tiberias arca have been under I[s- 
reael's domestic jJurladiction, without 
International complaint, for over 23 
years, Zander also concludes by cri- 
tleizing the Lauterpacht (Foreign 
Ministry?) proposals, {His most 
vigorous criticism is levelled at the 
Vatican for its longtime pusition, 
that “the government of Jerusalem 
ought toa be organized...not for 
the sake of the local inhabitants, 
but for that of the Holy Places.” — 
u conception putting places ahove 
people.)

The victory of Image art‘in the 
Church brought in its wake Hala- 
chile questions in Judaigzm whether 
such art was‘té be considered idol- 
atrows.

Yet even in Christlanity there 
were leonoclastic reactions. It Is an

Every Jew’s Rosh Hashana 
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JHE ROSH SASHANA AN- 
THOLOGY by Philip Goodman.

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ON of the many oddities of Jew- 
Ish life is that the day we 
eelebrate as Rosh Hashana, lter~ 
ally “the ‘Head of the Year," or, 
more frecly, New Year Day, falls 
on the first day of the seventh 
month (Tishri) of the Jewlsh cal- 
endar.

A Judaism to be lived 


FRANZ Rosenzwelg was only 32 
when he began his magnum 
opus, “The Star of Redemption” 
("Stern der Erlésung”). It took him 
three years to rework the materi- 
al for publication, but the book, 
in its essentiala, was composed 
while he was serving in the German 
Army in 1818. He wrote It on 
army postcards which he sent home 
te his mother who collected and 
kept them. (Thouxh the mode of 
transmission Is singular, the time 
and place have a neur parallel in 
the case of Ludwig Wittgenstein, 
who composed hix “Tractatua” In 
the trenches while sorving in the 
Auatrlan Army.) 

In 1922, a year after the pub- 
Ucation of the "Star," Rosenzweig 
began to suffer from a diseuse which 
in rapid succession paralysed all 
hls vital organs, including .his vo- 
eal chords. Unable even to dictate 
his essays and leticrs, he hed ἃ 
specially construcied typewriter 
made so that he could tap out, 
and later point to, Individual letters 
with one finger which was not 
completely paralysed. When this 
finger also succumbed, he continued 
fo write alded by his wife Edith.

a comfortable, assimilated German 
Jewish family whose associations 
with Judaism; though proudly main- 
talned, were social rather than 
religious. Clreumeision, Bar Mitzva, 
marriage, death, were surrounded by 
ritualized celebrations which consti- 
tuted the necessary co-ordinates of 
Jewish social identity. His upbring-

he knew at first hand, the Judaism 
of his parental home, was an empty 
formalism — to turn to Christianity. 
Only there, if at all, could he hope 
to satisfy his spiritual needs and 
aspirations. His cousing Hans and 
Rudolf Ehrenburg had already con- 
verted, as had his friend Eugen 
Rosenstock, and in 1918 Rosen- 
zweig was persuaded that the logic 
of his position demanded that he, 
too, accept Christianity. The fact 
that Rosenstock, a man of marked 
senultivity and Intellect, could accept 
Christianity without reservations 
made Rosenzwelg first realize that 
faith was a living option. It was 
Rosenstock, too, who, in his letters 
and conversations, convinced Rosen- 
zweig to overcome the prejudices 
of his upbringing and embrace 
Chriatianity. 

But convinced os he was, Rosen- 
zweig held back from baptism. He 
wished to make one personal re- 
servation about his conversion: to 
come to Chriatianity as a Jew, 
much as the early Christians had 
come to their new faith. In order 
to authenticate his Jewishness, 
Rosenzweig attended the High Holy 
Day services, spending Yom Kippur 
in an Orthodox synagogue in Berlin, 
This was the second turning point 
of his life: from belng on the 
verge of the baptismal font, he 
Tow veered back to complete iden- 
tification with Judaism. Something 
happened to him that Yom Kippur, 
something which cunylnced him 
that Judaism was anything but an 
empty, outdated formalism. He was 
later to Intellectualize hia Yom 
Kippur realization into the claim 
that the way to the Father through 
Jesus was of value to the Chris- 
tian, but not to the Jew who was 
already with the Father. At the 
end of days the Son, too, would 
serve the Father. To his apostate 
cousin he wrote: 


“I must tell you something that 

will griave you and may at firet 

appear incomprehensibe to you: 
after prolonged, and 1 believe, 

thorongh, self-examinaiton, 1 

have reversed my deelsion. 

Té no longer seems necessary to 

nie, and therefore, being what 

I am, no longer ponsible. L will 

remain a Jew." 

The rest of Rosenzwelg's life, 
Jewish education, his herole rev- 
sponse to hig illness, his path deep- 
er and deeper Into hAaluchkic 
Judaism, may all be seen as the 
development and working out of 
that Yom Kippur experience. From 
then on he became the paradigm 
of the Ba’al Teskuva (the returner, 
the penitent) both to his own 
generation and to succeeding gen- 
erations of: “hyphenated” Jews who 
were Lrylng to find their way back 
to Judaigm from an assimitatlon- 
jst environment.

It ia clear that Rosenzweig him- 
self began to modify his views 
after the “Star” was finished, and 
no doubt would have modified them 
aU further had he lived Into the 
past decade or so. Nevertheless, 
the rabid anti-Zionism of the “Star* 
SUM stands for us an a chaltenge 


€ to be answered. 


Rosenzwelg's views on Chrlallanity 
alfa warrant ἃ respouse, though 
perhapa they are a little less 
likely to shock. Christlanity, for 
Rogenawelg, represents ἃ truth 
Parallel to the truth of Judaism, 
the former being the pagans’ way 
to the Father through Jequs. Judaism 
is the fire at the centre of the 
xtur of redemption: 

“Onty the eternal people, which 

is not encompsased by world 

history, cun..ulod creation os a 

whole tu redemption while re- 

demption ia stil to come. The 
life of this people, alone, burns 
with a fire that feeds on it 
nel, amd hence needy no sword 
to supply the flame with fuel 
from the forests of the world.

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illumine it; the fire is not aware 
of the rays, nor does if have 
need of their light for itself. It 
burns silantiy and eternally.” 


Christlanity represents the rays of 
light at the periphery of the atar, 
shooting off into apace. Though there 
is © certain ambiguity in Rosen- 
zwelg's attitude to the parity of 
Judaism and Christianity, it would 
neem that ultimately he considers 
Judaism as primary In the Divine 
schema of salvation (at the end of 
days the Son, too, will serve the 
Father). Still, he goes further than 
any Halachically committed Jewish 
thinker before him in granting 
Christlanity a near parity with 
Judaic revelation It should always 
be borne in mind that Rosenzweig 
wanted to come to Christianity 
through Judaism, but in fact came 
to Judaism through Christianity. 
(A biographical fact of importance 
when trying to understand Rosen- 
zweig's stance on Chriatlanity, but 
ono which does not detract from the 
merits, or demerits, of his argu- 
ments.) Strangely enough, Rosen- 
zweig’n discussion of Judatam, 
ver 46, has strong ractalistic over- 
tonex, and though he may have 
intended something quite different 
by his talk of “the community of 
the blond,” it is difficult to dis- 
soclute his ure of the term from 
other, more notorious uses. 


For all the defecta that a work, 
first written 50 years ago, is bound 
to manifest, the “Star” still has a 
substantial contributlon to make to 
Jowlsh theology of the 1970s. It 
ia perhaps the last great theology 
of the Dinspora, of the “Golux Jew" 
(Exile Jew), just as Rabbi [Kook’'s 
work Is the first great theology of 
the Return, As long as the Jewish 
People is a bifurcated people, half 
in Exile, half in Eretz Yisrael, it 
will have to re-interpret its destiny’ 
In terms of thene two poles, Unlike 
Martin Buber, who is nn apostle 
of Judaism to the Gentiles, Rosen- 
awelg Is a thinker who has brought 
Judaisin back to the assimilated Jew. 
Becauac of Buber's negative attitude 
to the Halacha, the interest which 
he re-awakened in Hassidism can 
only be seen as the romantic 
hankoring for a lost world. Rosen- 
zwelg's positive attitude to the 
Halacha, and to the fullness of 
Jewish existence, opened up the way 
back to the sources, practices, and 
felt joy of that lost world.

“AR AGIC Worlds”, is the attractive predetermined Litle 

theme of this show at the Modern Art Gallery in 
Old Jaffa. Seven artisis were invited to prepare a group 
exhibition, acording ty the theme, which could have been 
applied with almost the same aptness as an inductive 
deseription of what each of them is normally concerned 
with. To greater or lesscr degrees all are coneerned less 
with reality and more with events of the imagination, 
One or two of the participants sccm to have made their 
works appropriately more specific. 

Among eight new paintings by Samuel Bak are several 
in which skeleton keys are the main, symbolistically
